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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard (First Revision) was adopted by Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by the 
Documentation and Information Sectional Committee had been approved by Management and Systems Division 
Council. 

This standard was first published in 1985 for creating computer based bibliographic data records of different print 
documents available within the various Indian libraries. 

Keeping in view the global changes in bibliographic formats such as AACR2, ISBD, ISO 2709 (Format of Informa- 
tion Exchange), various MARCs, etc. and its structure due to exponential growth of e-resources, this change is an 
endeavour towards the demand of the twenty-first century's machine-readable cataloguing (MARC) system. 

Bibliographic description of a document is a collection of information, which is intended to provide a unique and 
unambiguous reference, such as, will enable a librarian to identify and retrieve the document, or an intending user 
to order it from the publisher or other sources. Such bibliographic descriptions in computer readable form consti- 
tute records in bibliographical databases. These bibliographic records facilitate rapid communication and exchange 
of information on scientific, technical social science and other kinds of documents. It is desirable that appropriate 
mechanisms be developed and utilized for the convenient control of bibliographic records. 

The provision in the guide for bibliographic description of different kinds of documents helps in such control of 
bibliographic records and facilitates the processing of the records for libraiy and documentation purposes and the 
exchange of this information between different libraries, documentation and infonnation centres. It ensures consis- 
tencies, uniformity and compatibility in the creation, exchange and utilization of the bibliographic databases. 

Bibliographic databases could be used specifically for SDI/alert services, preparation of select bibliographies on 
specific subjects, preparation of national bibliography, union catalogues, etc, and for the exchange of bibliographic 
information among national and international agencies.

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1 SCOPE 

1.1 This standard specifies the requirements for a 
computer readable record format which will hold any 
type of bibliographic record and data elements for 
bibliographic description of different kinds of 
documents, such as; 

a) Books — Textual material that is monographic 
in nature. 

b) Continuing Resources — Textual items with 
a recurring pattern of publication, for example 
periodicals, newspapers, yearbooks. 

NOTE — Prior to 2002, continuing resources were 
referred to as serials. 

c) Electronic Resources — Used for computer 
software, numeric data, computer-oriented 
multimedia, online systems or services. Other 
classes of electronic resources are coded fof 
their most significant aspect. Material may be 
monographic or serial in nature. 

d) Maps — All types of cartographic materials, 
including sheet maps and globes in printed, 
manuscript, electronic, and microform. 

e) Music — Printed and manuscript notated 
music. 

f) Sound Recordings — Non-musical sound 
recordings, and musical sound recordings. 

g) Visual materials — Projected media, two- 
dimensional graphics, three-dimensional 
artifacts or naturally occurring objects, and 
kits. Used for archival visual materials when 
format or medium is being emphasized. 

h) Mixed Materials — Primarily archival and 
manuscript collections of a mixture of forms 
of material. Material may be monographic or 
serial in nature. 

1.2 This standard gives an illustrative list of data 
elements to be used in a bibliographic record. The 
format of a bibliographic record is taken to constitute 
a logical record without any regard to the physical 
record on a recording medium. It does not define the 



different data elements or expand the different codes 
used. 

2 DEFINITIONS/TERMINOLOGY 

2.1 For the purpose of this standard the following 
definitions shall apply (Italicized terms within 
definitions are terms for which definitions are also 
provided). 

2.1.1 Base Address of Data — A data element in the 
leader which specifies the first octet of the first variable 
field in the record and is equal to the sum of the lengths 
of the leader and the directory, including the field 
terminator at the end of the directory. 

2.1.2 Bibliographic Level — A data element in the 
leader of bibliographic records which provides 
additional information about the characteristics and 
components of the record, and is used in conjunction 
with the type of record data element of the leader. 

2.1.3 Bibliographic Record — A collection of data 
elements describing or identifying one or more units 
treated as one logical entity. 

2.1.4 Blank (SP) — ASCII character 20(hex) (it is 
graphically represented as |^ or #), which is used in 
indicators and data elements containing coded values 
(and occurs in data content). Generally, blank stands 
for "undefined", but in some instances it has been 
assigned a meaning. ASCII name is space. 

2.1.5 Character — A member of a set of elements used 
for organization, control, or representation of data. In 
MARC a character may be encoded using one or more 
than one octet, depending on the character set. All 
ASCII characters are encoded using one octet in the 
ASCII encoding and the Unicode UTF-8 encoding, 
thus a character is equivalent in length to an octet when 
an element's values are restricted to ASCII. 

2.1.6 Content Designation — The codes and 
conventions established explicidy by MARC to identify 
and further characterize the data elements within a 
record and to support the manipulation of that data. 
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2.1.7 Control Field — A variable field containing 
information useful or required for the processing of 
the record. Control fields are assigned tags beginning 
with two zeroes. Control fields with fixed length data 
elements are restricted to ASCII graphics. 

2.1.8 Control Number — An ASCII graphic character 
string uniquely associated with a record by the 
organization transmitting the record and located in a 
specific variable field. 

2.1.9 Data Element — A defined unit of information. 

2.1.10 Data Element Identifier — A one-character code 
used to identify individual data elements within a 
variable field. The data element may be any ASCII 
lowercase alphabetic, numeric, or graphic symbol 
except blank. 

2.1.11 Data Field — A variable field containing 
bibliographic or other data. Data fields are assigned 
tags beginning with characters other than two zeroes. 
Data fields contain data in any MARC 21 character set 
unless a field-specific restriction applies. 

2.1.12 Delimiter — ASCII control character IF(hex) 
(it is graphically represented as :!^ or $), which is 
combined with a data element identifier to make up 
the subfield code which precedes each individual data 
element within a variable field. The ASCII name for 
the delimiter is unit separator (US). 

2.1.13 Directory — An index to the location of the 
variable fields (control and data) within a record. The 
directory consists of entries. 

2.1.14 Encoding Level — A data element in the leader 
of authority, bibliographic, classification, and holdings 
records which provides information about the fullness 
of the information and/or content designation in the 

record. 

2.1.15 Entry — A field within the directory which gives 
the tag, length and starting character posifion of a 
variable field. 

2.1.16 Entry Map — A data element in the leader which 
specifies the structure of the entries in the directory. 
Always set to 4 500 in MARC records. 

2.1.17 Field — A defined character string that may 
contain one or more data elements. 

2.1.18 Field Terminator (FT) ■— ASCII control 
character lE(hex) (it is graphically represented as FT 
or '^), which is used to terminate the directory and each 
variable field within a record. ASCII name for the field 
terminator is record separator (RS). 

2.1.19 Fill Character — ASCII graphical vertical bar 
( I )[7C(hex)], which fills a required character position 
and has the meaning 'no attempt has been made to code' . 



2.1.20 Fixed Field — k field whose length does not 
vary. The term is occasionally used to refer to variable 
control fields, especially those that contain coded data 
such as fields 007 or 008. 

2.1.21 Identifier Length — See 2.1.37. 

2.1.22 Indicator — A data element associated with a 
data field that supplies additional information about 
the field. An indicator may be any ASCII lowercase 
alphabetic, numeric, or blank. Indicators are not used 
in control fields. 

lA.li Indicator Count — A data element in the leader 
which contains the number positions reserved for 
indicators in each variable data field. The indicator 
count is always set to 2 in MARC records. 

2.1.24 Leader — k fixed field that occurs at the 
beginning of each record and provides information for 
the processing of the record. 

2.1.25 Length — A measure of the size of a data 
element, field, or record and is expressed in number of 

octets. 

2.1.26 Logical Record Length — A data element in 
the leader which contains the length of the entire 
record, including itself and the record terminator. 

lA.ll Octet — A string of 8 bits. In some cases (for 
example, ASCII) each octet represents a character; in 
other cases (for example, Unicode) multiple octets may 
represent a character. 

2.1.28 Record — See 2.1.3. 

2.1.29 Record Label — See 2.1.24. 

2.1.30 Record Length — See 2.1.26. 

2.1.31 Record Status — A data element in the leader 
which indicates the relation of the record to a file (for 
example, new, updated, etc.). 

2.1.32 Record Terminator (RT) — ASCII control 
character ID(hex) (it is graphically represented as RT 
or \), which is used as the final character of a record, 
following the field terminator of the last data field. 
ASCII name for the record terminator is 'group 
separator (GS)'. 

2.1.33 Space — See 2,1.4. 

2.1.34 Starting Character Position — The position, 
relative to the base address of data, of the first octet of 
the first character in the variable field referenced by 
the entry. The first character of the first field following 
the directory is numbered 0. 

2.1.35 Status — See 2.1.31. 

2.1.36 Subfield Code — The two-character 
combination of a delimiter followed by a data element 
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identifier. Subfield codes are not used in control fields. 

2.1.37 Subfield Code Length — A data element in the 
leader which contains the sum of the lengths of the 
delimiter and the data element identifier used in the 
record. Always set to 2 in MARC records, 

2.1.38 Tag — A three character string used to identify 
or label an associated variable field. The tag may 
consist of ASCII numeric characters (decimal integers 
0-9) and/or ASCII alphabetic characters (uppercase or 
lowercase, but not both). 

2.1.39 Type of Record — A data element in the leader 
that with bibliographic level, specifies the 
characteristics and defines the components of the 
record. 

2.1.40 Variable Control Field — See 2.1,7. 

2.1.41 Variable Data Field — See 2.1.11. 

2.1.42 Variable Field — A field whose length is 
determined for each occurrence by the length of data 
comprising that occurrence. There are two types of 

variable fields control fidds dSifX data fields . 

3 RECORD FORMAT AND DATA ELEMENTS 

3.1 A guide for bibliographic description of documents 
in computer based bibliographic data bases should 
provide the layout of the bibliographic record format 
and a specification of the data elements forming the 
bibliographic description, Annex A gives the layout of 
the record format, Annex B gives illustrative data 
elements together with the corresponding tags, 
indicators, and subfield identifiers. An illustrative 
example is given in Annex C. 

3.1.1 A bibliographic record includes a bibliographic 
description of the document in question, some form of 
classification and/or indexing applied to the subject 
content of the document, an abstract or summary or 
annotation and other information. 

3.1.2 Bibliographic record refers to the structure within 
which the bibliographic description is stored in 
computer readable form. It has three distinct parts: a 
fixed length leader, number of directories based on 
available fields, and variable data fields associated with 
the directory. 

3.1.3 A piece of specific information forming part of 
the bibliographic descripfion and having a specific 
functional relationship with the content of the 
document to which the record refers. Data elements 
are separately identified within the bibliographic record 
so that each element can, if desired, be independently 
assessed and manipulated by a computer programme. 

3.1.4 The data elements are contained in different fields 
identified by tags (field tags). Data elements are further 



subdivided into sub-elements contained in subfields 
introduced by subfield identifier. An indicator 
associated with data field supplies further information 
about the data element contained in it. 

4 GENERAL RECORD STRUCTURE 

4.1 The general structure of a bibliographic record is 
shown in Fig. 1. A more detailed structure is shown 
schematically in Annex A. 

Each record begins with a leader {see Fig. 2 and Fig. 3), 
which is a fixed field containing informadon for the 
processing of the record. Following the leader is the 
directory, which is an index to the locadon of the 
variable fields (control and data) within the record. The 
fields following the directory are all variable fields. 
The first variable field is the control number field (that 
is, Fixed fields 001, 003, 005, 006, 007, 008), which 
contains an ASCII graphic character string uniquely 
associated with the record by the organization 
transmitting the record. Following the control number 
field are the rest of the control fields, which contain 
information useful or required for the processing of 
the record. Following the control fields are data fields, 
which contain general data. A field terminator (FT), 
ASCII control character 1 E(hex), is used to terminate 
the directory and each variable field within the record. 
A record terminator (RT), ASCII control character 
ID(hex), is used as the final character of the record, 
following the field terminator of the last data field. 

4.2 Leader 

The leader is the first field in the record and has a fixed 
length of 24 characters (position 0-23). Leader allows 
only ASCII graphic characters. The structure of the 24 
characters leader is shown in Fig. 4. The numbers 
indicate the character posifions occupied by each part 
of the leader. 

4.2.1 Record Length {Character Position 00-04) 

It contains a five ASCII numeric character string equal 
to the length of the enfire record, including itself and 
the record terminator. The five-character numeric string 
is right justified with zero fill, if necessary. The 
maximum length of the record is 99999 octets. 

4.2.2 Record Status {Character Position 05) 

It contains a single ASCII graphic character, which 
describes the relafion of the record to a file, such as; 

a) a - Increase in encoding level 

The encoding level (Leader/17) of the record 
has been changed to a higher encoding level. 

b) c - Corrected or revised 

A change other than in the encoding level 
code has been made to the record. 
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c) d - Deleted 

d) n - New 

e) p - Increase in encoding level from pre- 
publication 

The cataloguing level of a pre-publication record has 
changed because of the availability of the published 
item. 

4.2.3 Type of Record {Character Position 06) 

It contains a single ASCII graphic character, which 
specifies the characteristic of the record and defines 
the components of it, such as; 

a) a - Language material 

Includes printed, microform, and electronic 
language material. 

b) c - Notated music 

Includes microform and electronic notated 
music. 

c) d - Manuscript notated music 
Includes microform manuscript music. 

d) e - Cartographic material 

Includes maps, atlases, globes, digital maps, 
and other cartographic items. 

e) f - Manuscript cartographic material 
Includes microform manuscript maps. 

f) g - Projected medium 

Examples include: motion pictures, video 
recordings (including digital video), 
filmstrips, slides, transparencies, or material 
specifically designed for projection. 

g) i - Nonmusical sound recording 
Examples include: speech. 

h) j - Musical sound recording 

Examples include: phonodiscs, compact discs, 
or cassette tapes. 

j) k - Two-dimensional nonprojectable graphic 
Examples include: activity cards, charts, 
collages, computer graphics, drawings, 
duplication masters, flash cards, paintings, 
photonegatives, photoprints, pictures, photo 
CDs, postcards, posters, prints, spirit masters, 
study prints, technical drawings, 
photomechanical reproductions, and 
reproductions of any of these. 

k) m - Computer file 

Includes the following classes of electronic 
resources: computer software (including 
programmes, games, fonts), numeric data, 



computer-oriented multimedia, online 
systems or services. For these classes of 
materials, if there is a significant aspect that 
causes it to fall into another Leader/06 
category, the code for that significant aspect 
is used instead of code m (for example, vector 
data that is cartographic is not coded as 
numeric but cartographic). Other classes of 
electronic resources are coded for their most 
significant aspect (for example, language 
material, graphic, cartographic material, 
sound, music, moving image). In case of 
doubt or if the most significant aspect cannot 
be determined, consider the item a computer 
file. 

m) o-Kit 

Contains a mixture of components from two 
or more types of items, none of which is the 
predominant constituent of the kit. 

n) p - Mixed material 

Indicates that there are significant materials 
in two or more fomis that are usually related 
by virtue of their having been accumulated 
by or about a person or body. Includes archival 
fonds and manuscript collections of mixed 
forms of materials, such as text, photographs, 
and sound recordings. 

p) r - Three-dimensional artifact or naturally 
occurring object 

Includes man-made objects, such as models, 
dioramas, games, puzzles, simulations, 
sculptures and other three-dimensional art 
works and their reproductions, exhibits, 
machines, clothing, toys, and stitchery, and 
naturally occurring objects, such as 
microscope specimens and other specimens 
mounted for viewing. 

q) t - Manuscript language material 

4.2.4 Bibliographic Level {Character Position 07) 

It contains an ASCII graphic character, which also 
provides information about the components and 
characteristics of the record, such as; 

a) a - Monographic component part 

A monographic bibliographic unit that is 
physically attached to or contained in another 
unit such that the retrieval of the component 
part is dependent on the identification and 
location of the host item or container. The 
record contains fields that describe the 
component part and data that identify the host, 
field 773 (Host item entry). 
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b) b - Serial component part 

A serial bibliographic unit that is physically 
attached to or contained in another serial unit 
such that the retrieval of the component part 
is dependent on the physical identification and 
location of the host item or container. The 
record contains fields that describe the 
component part and data that identify the host, 
field 773 (Host item entry). 

c) c - Collection 

A made-up multipart group of items that were 
not originally published, distributed, or 
produced together. The record describes units 
defined by common provenance or 
administrative convenience for which the 
record is intended as the most comprehensive 
in the system. 

d) d - Subunit 

A part of a collection, especially an archival 
unit described collectively elsewhere in the 
system. The record contains fields that 
describe the subunit and data that identify che 
host item entry (field 773). 

e) i - Integrating resource 

A bibliographic resource that is added to or 
changed by means of updates that do not 
remain discrete and are integrated into the 
whole. Examples include: Updating loose- 
leafs and updating web sites. 

f) m - Monograph/Item 

An item either complete in one part 
(monograph) or intended to be completed in 
a finite number of separate parts (multivolume 
monograph). 

g) s - Serial 

An item issued in successive parts bearing 
numerical or chronological designations and 
intended to be continued indefinitely (for 
example, serials, journals, series, 
newspapers). 

4.2.5 Type of Control {Character Position 08) 

It also contains an ASCII graphic character, which also 
provides information about the components and 
characteristics of the record, such as a - for archival or 
blank space — for no specific type. 

4.2.6 Character Coding Scheme {Character Position 
09) 

It contains a code that identifies the character coding 
scheme used in a record, such as blank space - for 
MARC-8 or a - for UCS/Unicode. But in Indian 
libraries, where documents are available in different 



langua,ges and Unicode is the only option provides 
proper solution for the multilingual encoding of the 
various documents. Thus, a — should always be 
implemented as a character encoding scheme. 

4.2.7 Indicator Count {Character Position 10) 

It is an ASCII numeric character specifying the number 
of indicators occurring in each variable data field. Here, 
its value will be always 2. 

4.2.8 Subfield Code Length {Character Position 11) 

It contains one ASCII numeric character indicates the 
sum of the lengths of the delimiter and the data element 
identifier used in the record for identifying the 
subfields. This character position always represents 2 
as a subfield code length. 

4.2.9 Base Address of Data {Character Positions 12-16) 

Five ASCII numeric characters that describes the first 
character position of the first variable field in the record. 
It is equal to the sum of the lengths of the leader and 
the directory, including the field terminator at the end 
of the directory. The number is right justify with zero 
fill, if necessary. 

4.2.10 Implementation Defined {Character Position 
17-19) 

The character positions 17-19 contains only ASCII 
graphic characters information for encoding level, 
descriptive cataloguing form, and linked record 
requirement. Any position not defined contains a 
blank. 

4.2.10.1 Character position 17 (encoding level) 

a) # - Full level 

The most complete MARC level created from 
information derived from an inspection of the 
physical item. 

b) 1 - Full level, material not examined 

The information used in creating the record 
is derived from an extent description of the 
item without reinspection of the physical item. 
This Code is used primarily in the 
retrospective conversion of records when all 
of the information on the extant description 
is transcribed. Certain control field coding and 
other data elements are based only on explicit 
information in the description. 

c) 2 - Less-than-f ull level , material not examined 
The information used in creating the record 
is derived from an extent description of the 
item without reinspection of the physical item. 
This code is used primarily in the retrospective 
conversion of records when all of the 
descriptive access points but only a specified 
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subset of other data elements are transcribed. 
Authoritative headings may not be current. 

d) 3 - Abbreviated level 

Indicates a brief record that does not meet the 
National Level Bibliographic Record minimal 
level cataloguing specifications. Headings in 
the records may reflect established forms to 
the extent that such forms were available at 
the time the record was created. 

e) 4 - Core level 

f) 5 - Partial (preliminary) level 

A record that is not considered final by the 
creating agency (for example, the headings 
may not reflect established forms; the record 
may not meet national-level cataloguing 
specifications). 

g) 7 - Minimal level 

A record that meets the national-level 
bibliographic record minimal-level 
cataloguing specifications and is considered 
final by the creating agency. Headings reflect 
established forms. 

h) 8 - Prepublication level 

Indicates a prepublication level record. This 
includes records create in cataloguing in 
publication programmes. 

j) u - Unknown 

Used by an agency receiving or sending data 
to replace a local code when the appropriate 
MARC encoding level code cannot be 
determined. Code u is not used in newly input 
or updated records. 

k) z - Not applicable 

The encoding level concept does not apply to 
the record. 

4.2.10.2 Character position 18 (Descriptive 
cataloguing form) 

a) #-Non-ISBD 

The descriptive portion of the record does not 
follow International Standard Bibliographic 
Description (ISBD) cataloguing and 
punctuation provisions. 

b) a-AACR2 

The descriptive portion of the record and the 
choice and form of entry of the access points 
are formulated according to either the second 
edition of the Anglo-American Cataloguing 
Rules or cataloguing manuals based on AACR 
2. The punctuation practices of ISBD apply. 



c) i - ISBD 

The descriptive portion of the record is 
formulated according to the descriptive and 
punctuation provisions of ISBD. The heading 
forms are not formulated according to AACR 
2. This category includes records that use 
ISBD punctuation but the other conventions 
used are unknown. 

d) u - Unknown 

An organization receiving or sending data in 
Leader/ 1 8 cannot determine the appropriate 
descriptive cataloguing form used in the 
record. Code u may be used in records 
converted from another metadata format. 

4.2.10.3 Character position 19 (Linked record 
requirement) 

a) # - Related record not required 

The record contains basic identification 
information in every linking entry field in the 
record or in a related linking entry complexity 
note (field 580), or the record contains no 
76X-78X linking entry field. 

b) r - Related record required 

The record contains at least one 76X-78X 
linking entry field that does not contain basic 
identification information and contains no 
related linking entry complexity note (field 
580) with basic identification information 

4.2.11 Entry Map (Character Positions 20-23) 

It contains four single digit ASCII numeric characters 
that specify the structure of the entries in the directory. 

4.2.11.1 Character position 20 (Length of length-of- 
field) 

Specifies the length of that part of each directory entry; 
it is always set to 4. 

4.2.11.2 Character position 21 (Length of starting - 
character-position) 

Specifies the length of that part of each directory entry; 
it is always set to 5. 

4.2.11.3 Character position 22 (Length of 
implementation-defined) 

Specifies that part of each directory entry. A directory 
entry does not contain an implementation-defined 
portion; therefore this position is always set to 0. 

4.2.11.4 Character position 23 (Undefined) 

The character position is undefined, therefore it is 
always set to 0. 
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4.3 Directory 

A directory entry is made up of a tag, length-of-field, 
and field starting position. The directory begins in 
character position 24 of the record and ends with a 
field terminator It is of variable length and consists of 
a series of fixed fields, referred to as entries. One entry 
is associated with each variable field either controls or 
data present in the record. Each directory entry is 12 
characters in length. The number of directories depends 
on the number of fields available with the record. The 
structure of each entry is shown in Fig. 5, where the 
numbers indicate the character position of the 
respective occupied parts. 

4.3.1 Tag {Character Positions 00-02) 

It consists of three ASCII numeric characters used to 
identify or label an associated variable field. The tag 
is stored in the directory entry for the field. It does not 
appear in the variable field itself. 

4.3.2 Length of Field {Character Positions 03-06) 

It consists of four ASCII numeric characters 
representing the length, expressed as a decimal number, 
of the variable field to which the entry corresponds. 
This length includes the indicators, subfield codes, data 
and field terminator associated with the field. It is right 
justify with zero fill, if necessary. A field may contain 
a maximum of 9999 octets. 

4.3.3 Starting Character Position {Character Positions 
07-U) 

It contains five ASCII numeric characters, which give 
the starting character position, expressed as a decimal 
number, of the variable field to which the entry 
corresponds relative to the base address of data of the 
record. This five-digit ASCII numeric character is right 
justified with zero fill, if necessary. 

4.4 Variable Fields 

The variable fields consist of control fields and data 
fields following the leader and directory in the record. 

4.4.1 Control Fields 

Control fields are fixed in the length, comprised of data 
and field terminator. They do not contain indicators 



and subfield codes. Control fields include tag numbers 
001, 003, 005, 006, 007 and 008, where 001 is control 
number field and contains the control number of the 
record. Each record contains only one control number 
field with tag 001, which is always located at the base 
address of data. 

4.4.2 Data Fields 

Data fields always vary, and it is not fixed in length. 
These fields contain indicators and subfield codes, as 
well as data and a field terminator {see Fig. 6). 

4.4.2.1 Indicators 

Indicators are the first two characters in every variable 
data field, preceding any subject code (delimiter plus 
data element identifier), which may be present. Each 
indicator is one character and every data field in the 
record includes two indicators, even if values have not 
been defined for the indicators in a particular field. 
Indicators supply additional information about the 
field, and are defined individually for each field. 
Indicator values are interpreted independently; 
meaning is not ascribed to the two indicators taken 
together. Indicators may be any ASCII lowercase 
alphabetic, numeric, or blank. A blank is used in an 
undefined indicator position, and also have a defined 
meaning in a defined indicator position. 

4.4.2.2 Subfield Codes 

Subfield codes identify the individual data elements 
within the field, and precede the data elements they 
identify. Each data field contains at least one subfield 
code. The subfield code consists of a delimiter [ASCII 
IF(hex)] followed by a data element identifier Data 
element identifiers may be any ASCII lowercase 
alphabetic or numeric character. In general, numeric 
identifiers are defined for data used to process the field, 
or coded data needed to interpret the field. Alphabetic 
identifiers are defined for the separate elements, which 
constitute the data content of the field. 

4.5 Record Terminator 

The Record Terminator, the ASCII control character 
ID(hex), is a last character of the record, following 
the field terminator of the last data field of the record.

The record format described in this guide is in conformity with that of IS 1 4873 : 2000/ISO 2709 : 1 996 'Information 
and docimientation — Format for information exchange', but at the same time it has certain distinctive features. 
Apart from describing the record format, this Guide gives an illustrative list of data elements different for different 
kinds of documents together with the corresponding tags, indicators and subfield identifiers. This facilitates this 
guide for being used for the bibliographic description of different kinds of documents. All the variable data fields 
in this record format have the same structure. This will facilitate easier manipulation of data. Moreover, a separate 
local use block has been provided in this format for communicating variations in data or new data for local use. 
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
